lerly enchain or enthrall him to the will of 
the tnaenelitcr. A person, under tha in- 
fluenco of a mcamcriaar, can, on arena oc- 
casions, be ao completely Incisformcd from 
the natural stale, that the mind ahill act 
perfectly without the wiil of lb* individual, 
ami without the agency of the tense*. 
That is, incredible *t it may toera, ■ pet- 
ton hi the mesmeric trance, may smell 
•lit haul (he note, sec without the eye*, last* 
without the tannic, and that a men per- 
fectly deaf sball Hear the tlightetl aoun-l*. 
These wonder* nre of two kind*, the 
mesmerised party, tu swot oases, ii able 
to read when a book is held to the 

z htsrc&th. Whii,. 

a transference of the Seine* from their 
proper organs, in any different part of the 
body, is declared to take place. But this 
miraculous itetement ii far overtopped by 
others. The mesmerist* say I bey etn 
make a ncraon, under Useit influence, 
capable of |Mreciving all that la going on 
in the incstneritet'* mind t that without 
any communication, aav* a few strokes of 
the hand, they can fur the while 
(heir whole mental organization, in 
of course, memory, end the other 
of the mind, up to tin inspection of tile 
patty they hare placed in the (numeric 
sleep. Our demand on the wonder of our 
readers ia not yet satisfied— they can ena- 
ble the mesmerised to see the internal it- 
ceme* of fan own body, and tha bodies of 
oilier iieranns, and to state what disorders 
are going on in them, ke. ; they can read 
a sealed letter a* well as one open before 
them, read writing or printing ai well from 
looking at the back of a card as tha front, 
or even while it ii kept close in another 
person's jiocket, and they ean play wfaist 
as well while the eye* are blindfolded as 
with ope* light. In short, I hay can act 
at if omniscient, and annihilate ell mutter 
nut that they are called on to in- 
:,|iect. They not only realise tin 
In, I mm uf seeing round a corner, hot 
they can see through a simple sheet of 
paper, and can look at complacently aud 
clearly through this solid earth to (he 
antipodes, as though • telescope alrtlcbed 
from their feet through tits centra and to 
the other side of "the great glob*," We 
have nut, indeed, heard of reading the 
Ungiiiges of the moon, and forming as. 
ujuainlancet with the minds of the lunar 
population hut they do not Mink at thing* 
quite as extraordinary. Looking at these 
matters by Ibemselvca, tbey seem groasly 
incoherent and impoaaible. Man* people 
are const itntionally prepared to gira era 
dencc tu extraordinary things, Trot hers 
the generality of those given to "belief " 
must be completely at fault. Tried or the 
standard of common ecnae, absurd and 
impossible are the mildest terms that can 
be applied to them. It hi but fair, how- 
ever, to give some of the links by which 
meanieritta connect their incredible facts 
with others, which, though wonderful, an 
yet worthy of and hare received the con - 
side ration of scientific men. The first 
staftc of tiettheric sleep is little if at aH 
different from sleep induced in the ordi- 
nary manner, After a while, other 
phenomena can be produced. The mes- 
merise r acquires complete power mm the 
muscular system of his patient- Hf t* 
■aid tu he nhle to make the 
IblJow every motion of hit 
and to fix, at any 
body in a position 

that of a statue. This see me a uuuetm j 
but (here is something akin to it in the 
history of disease. In the awed too called 
catalepsy, any person may move the limbs 
of the patient in any position whatever, 
and there they remain a* long as the 
affection continue*. The limbs continue 
in the most flexible state, but if they are 
moved into situation* the most awkward, 
or indeed impossible, in the natural slate, 
they remain fixed like marble, contrary to 
gravity, and all natural taws. Again, the 
phenomena of clairvoyance bear a striking 
though exaggerated resemblance to 
of the symptom* of somnambulism. In 
the clairv oyaut state, the mesmerised party 
sees, without using the eyes. The som- 
nambulist alio, though the eyes are quite 
insensible to light, sees hi* way through 
the most frightful danger*. May, we bare 
it on apparently the most unexceptionable 
authority, that somnambulist, have been 
seen to read and write while a deal board 
it held between their eyes and the paper 
or book. There nre cases, also related on 
authority, which, in common matters, 
would be regarded as amounting to posi- 
tive and Indubitable proof—that cataleptic 
patienle have read, on the appfeuioo 
of a book lo the epigastrium" while 
their eyes were covered. Soma of tha 



any man, and one likely to lead, as regards 
the female sex, to the most deplorable 
consequence*. II phreno-mnunetism he 
at all true, there can he no doubt that Die 
person of any susceptible female is com- 
pletely at the mercy of the magueliter to 
whom she may submit herself, nay, she may 
be affected contraij to her will. Tu coun- 
terbalance tbil evil, the magnetiats adduce 
of dangeroui operations performed 
during the mesmeric sleep, without any 
feeling of pain. Thin is the most ilrikiug 
benefit that ha* been laid to the credit of 
the so-called science. To our minds it 
does not counterbalance the injuries that 
may, and, we have understood, have arisen, 
ai regard* the moral dangers wc have 
hinted at. Meamerivm h«» been said to 
cor* certain nervous diseases, hut none 
that we are aware of, which have not been 
curable in quite as many instances by legi- 
timate medicine. Even if mesmerism he 
entirely true, it will be many many years 
before it will be recognised, on a, .count ol 
the aspect it hat taken toward* religion. 
Tha natural habitats of the mesmeric pub- 
lications, seems to be the aiuLs of blas- 
phemy and disgusting profligacy lo bo 
found in Holy well -street ; am) saute uf its 
professors have not shrunk from slnling 
the opinion that the miracle* of the New 
Testament were merely exhibitions of 
tntamerir phenomena! It it ever should, 
in spite of these drawbacks, prove itself in 
any degree true— ita exhibition* and prac- 
tice woald require to he restrained aa care- 
fully as secret poison ins ur actual mngic, 
aoppsung these to he possible. The due ■ 
trine* and ditcoteriea may be promulgated 
under tha name of science, and we may be 
set down at naught, and illiberal, for the 
opinion; but, nevertheless, it is our opi- 
nion, that a mngueliser stand* on pre- 
cisely the unit footing at regards society, 
a* the fortune-tellers, the horologe™, and 
astrologers, to whom our police magistrates 
an so mi merciful when they come under 
their iiirrcitUnee. And now we come to 
Mr. Lee'* publication. Mr. Lee was ori- 
ginally an anti-mesmerist, but has hum 
seen fit to change his opinions. Wc do 
not complain of this, but we protest against 
Mr. Lee's epottacy from hit former opi- 
nion!, a* being taken for any great evidence 
in favour of mesmerism. Our resdeara 
wiil not think Toryism any the more true 
because lr Israel, Brougham, and Burden, 
have in their day retted from Liberalism. 
The cases narrated hv Mr. Lee appear, wc 
grant, impossible of eiplaiistiuu. without 
a recognition of the truth of mes- 
merism i but then we know that grots 
dllusion, collusion, and chicanery, 
bare been timet and oft practised, 
and exposed, among professed mri- 
meritla. A* regards Ihe hook itself, Mr. 
Lee's former reputation is a gufficienl 
guarantee that it is well written, and it 
will be found deeply interesting and sug- 
gestive of matter for thought aud reflec- 
tion. Aa samples in detail of the vrmidr rs 
of the anbject, we select the following quota- 
iiont. In the first we have Thomas Ilood 
robbed of one of hi* beat joke*. Me tell* 
a story of somebody having a book placed 
on the stomach, and suddenly crying cut 
he tailed aage aud onions ; and, remark- 
able to relate, on looking at tlie hook, it 
w«" ronad open at " How to si tiff n goose."

What can 
we *ay of these extraordinary and extrata- 
gant phantasies T If tbey be true, we 
must no more smile at supernatural dream* 
— at witebcTaft, at the ancient oracles, the 
magic of tin Arabian Nights, tha Scotch 
second tight, or the Egyptian magic mir- 
rors— the majority of them must be rt- 
ceieed aa implicitly as (he Uw ofgnmte- 
liou. A word or (wo concerning tha ten- 
dencies of those vaunted discoveries. 
Voting female* and hysterica] 
are the most susceptible of met 
fluence. It seems lo us, if (rue, a 
dangerous power ,to ssitt in th* band* of 



trial*, ha afterward* perceived 'that 'it was 
the saawe with respect to the tense* of 
eight and smell. The cataleptic patient 
read with the stomach, even through an 
intervening opaque substance : he alau 
hand that it waa not necessary to speak 
directly upon the subject in order lo be 
heard, bnt that it sufficed to tjieak at oue 
and of a conductor, of which the other end 
upon the itomRch. Some years 
ids he met with other cataleptic uid 
tbulic individual*, who presented 
the same phenomena a* the ibnr.rr, aith
